DOWN IN THE TUBE

SIGN CHANGE 

New Hamptons Subway marketing director Ed 
Earlyman, formerly of Dean & DeLuca, had his 
crew of workers down at all the platforms on 
Thursday afternoon changing the names of all 
the stops from the town they are in to the major 
celebrity who lives in that town. For example, 
the name EAST HAMPTON was removed from 
that stop’s subway entrances and platforms and 
replaced with STEVEN SPIELBERG. Earlyman 
did this without permission from Subway 
Commissioner Aspinall, and because it led to a lot

of confusion on Thursday evening, particularly 
among the celebrities themselves who felt whoever

CAGES

THE BLACKOUT

the Montauk Yards in the east, but the three 
most westerly of the stops are wired from New 
York City’s Subway System power substation 
on Manhattan’s west side at 58 Street and 
Tenth Avenue. So we are referring all inquiries 
to that subway system about what happened 
and why. 


COMMISSIONER ASPINALL’S MESSAGE 

I have been in deep conversation with the 
owners of the Offshore Wind Project about 
the objectionable place on the beach in 
Wainscott where power lines from the offshore 
windmills would come ashore for East End 
distribution.

We would even 
have our workmen splice wires to do the hook- 
up as the big cables come through, free of 
charge. The offshore windmill people say that 
hundreds of people would be electrocuted 
if there were just an average rainstorm up 
top, and we've replied that is a price we are 
willing to pay if it means saving the earth for 
everyone else. Anyway, that’s where the matter 
currently stands. a

DID MORE PLOVER HIJINX STOP BEACH 
DRIVING IN SOUTHAMPTON? 

The Hamptons Police Department is currently 
investigating the recent closure of Southampton 
Village’s only stretch of beach that allows four- 
wheel-drive vehicles on the sand during daytime 
hours. The closure came just hours after the 
Hamptons Municipal Board announced that the 
beach would be open to trucks for the summer. 

“Just last month, we arrested Benedict Avianos, 
a Southampton billionaire with a beachfront 
mansion, for moving a piping plover colony to 
the dunes in front of his home with the express 


goal of stopping the paar from using what he 


considers to be his beach,” Hamptons Police 
spokesman Larry Hirsch said on Monday. “It 
seems odd that this happened just a few weeks 
after Mr. Avianos essentially got away with this 
crime, since we were only able to fine him—which 
doesn’t affect him in the slightest—and the birds 
ultimately had to remain where he put them,” 
Hirsch added, noting, “Despite our best efforts, 
Mr. Avianos’s high powered lawyer deftly avoided 
any jail time for his client.” 

Due to this fact, Hirsch said HPD detectives 
would question all homeowners who benefit from 
the threatened birds nesting in front of their 
palatial homes. These, he explained, are the very 
same people who fought tooth and nail to stop 
people from driving on that beach. “We have 
not yet caught those responsible for moving 
the birds at Mr. Avianos’s behest last month,” 
Hirsch continued. “So we’re exploring leads to 
see if the same crew could have moved this new 
colony of piping plovers—though it’s also possible 
the birds came of their own volition, and that 
this is just a very convenient coincidence for 
area homeowners.” 

No matter what Hamptons Police investigators 


discover, or whom they arrest, the beach will 
remain closed until all eggs hatch and the nesting 
plovers vacate, which essentially keeps trucks 
away until summer ends. 

ODD ANIMAL FRIENDSHIP EXPLAINS FLYING 

DOG MYSTERY 

Hamptons Police Fish and Game wardens have 
concluded that hysteria around a reported flying 
dog in Hampton Bays was actually a bald eagle 
carrying a teacup Yorkie in its talons as it flew 
over area homes. The story, however, is not as 
terrible as it sounds, according to wardens. 

“From what we’ve learned, the 2-year-old 
Yorkie, named Sam, and the eagle, who we're 
calling Eagalus, are actually friends,” Fish & 
Game Warden Brent Smithers explains. “The pair 
had enjoyed quite a bit of cavorting and play in

The Route Taken by 234 Patriots to Attack the British in sh in Sag Harbor

uring the Revolution, there was only one 
military engagement between the patriots 
and the British Redcoats in the Hamptons. It 
was called the Meigs Raid. In the darkest part 
of the night on May 23-24, 1777, a group of 234 
patriots from Connecticut sailed across Long 
Island Sound in 13 whaleboats, snuck down 
Main Street Sag Harbor and with bayonets fixed 
atop their muskets, quietly woke up and attacked 
120 Redcoats asleep for the night at the small 
group of warehouses on Long Wharf where the 
British had stored guns, ammunition, foodstuffs, 
uniforms and other equipment. The British, in a 
state of shock, immediately surrendered—some, 
according to Colonel Meigs’ report, wearing only 
one sock or only pajama bottoms or nightshirts. 
Meigs wrote he believed they were all hung over 
from a party the night before. 
It is believed just one shot was fired. The plan 
for surprise had hoped for no shots fired. Not a 
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single patriot was injured or killed, 99 Redcoats 
surrendered, six died from their wounds, the 
weapons and other hardware were confiscated 
and the “forage,” as it was called, having been 
collected by the British as a demanded tribute 
from the local citizenry, got all burned up when 
the patriots set fire to the warehouses. 

I have always wondered about how these 234 
armed patriots, all from Connecticut, had gotten 
to Sag Harbor in their 13 whaleboats just hours 
after they left. If you were in Guilford today and 
wanted to get to Sag Harbor, you’d probably, 
with all our modern conveniences, allow six 
hours to do so. You’d drive an hour and a half 
to New London, wait an hour for the ferry, take 
the ferry for an hour and a half to Orient, drive 
a half an hour to Greenport and take the ferry to 
Shelter Island, another half an hour, then take 
the second short ferry to North Haven and drive 
another 15 minutes to Sag Harbor. 

How long do you think it took those 234 
patriots and all their baggage to do that? A

day? Two days? They couldn’t come by sea. A 
large British fleet of Men-o-War was anchored 
offshore of Sag Harbor, waiting to intercept any 
patriot ships that might try to come in that way. 
And a 22-gun British schooner was right off the 
tip of Long Wharf. The patriots, to get complete 
surprise, would have to approach Long Wharf by 
sneaking into Sag Harbor at night on foot. And 
they did it, from. Guilford to Long Wharf, in 12 
hours. Impossible. 

Re-enactments take place in Sag Harbor from 
time to time when men in colonial garb march 
at midday down Main Street to walk out onto 
Long Wharf and fire blanks into the air with their 
muskets. They sometimes start their march at the 
far end of town. At other times, they assemble at 
Long Beach, a two-mile walk from town, since the 

first part of the journey was by the whaleboats. 

I have looked into this. How in the world did 
the patriots do this so fast? 

An important part of the answer lies in the 
fact that many young men from Long Island, 
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having fought in the Battle of Long Island eight 
months before and lost, had come back to their 
homes and, with the Island now controlled by 
the British, sailed off to Connecticut, where the 


_ patriots were still in charge. They knew all the 


short cuts on Long Island. And they explained 
them to the Patriot commanders in Connecticut 
when this operation was being planned. 

Captain James Raymond had been ordered 
to make this hit-and-run attack. It was to be in 
reprisal for a similar attack conducted a month 
earlier by the British, who set fire to the patriot 
storehouses in Connecticut at Danbury. It would 
be tit-for-tat. A patriot named Return Jonathan 
Meigs, a young man whose father owned a 
hat store in Connecticut, was ordered to put 
it together. 

The exact route he and his men took can be 
figured out from the statements made in the 
report given to General Washington by Captain 
Raymond after the fact. I set Google Maps to 
“walk” for the job. 

The 13 whaleboats left as a flotilla from Guilford 
at 2 p.m. May 23 and sailed across Long Island 
Sound to the shore of Southold, where, at 8 p.m., 
they carried their small whaleboats on their 
shoulders, portage fashion, across the North Fork 
to relaunch them into Peconic Bay. It is unclear 
exactly where this was, but there are only two 
places where the carrying of these heavy boats 
could be accomplished where the separation 
between the two bodies of water is less than 200 
feet. One is at Truman Beach between Greenport 
and Orient. But the report says it was in Southold. 
So that has to be the other narrowing, where 


the Southold Town Public Beach backs up to a 
strip of land separating the Long Island Sound 
from Hashamomuck Pond just 150 feet away. 
Hashamomuck Pond empties southward into 
Peconic Bay. This is a very short carry. And it’s 
the only one needed. 

I confirmed the time frame. Guilford is 18 miles 
across the Long Island Sound from the Southold 
Town Public Beach. They left at 2 p.m. A small 
boat traveling at 3 miles an hour can make 18 
miles in just 6 hours. So from 2 to 8 is accurate. 
They re-launched the boats in the dark at 8:15, 
heading 10 miles across Peconic Bay to where the 
report says they landed four miles west of Sag 
Harbor and Long Wharf at 12:15. 

Now, what landing spot is four miles west of Sag 
Harbor? According to Google Maps, that would 
be at Mill Creek, where today there is a marina 
and dock and the Bell & Anchor restaurant. So 
there, along the curving shore of that protected 
harbor, they anchored their boats, and then 
about 1 a.m. walked silently through the night 
along old trails toward Long Wharf, passing—if it 
were today—Noyac Road past Cromer’s Market, 
then down to the right to the Serene Green Farm 
Stand and onward with twists and turns to end 
at Brick Kiln Road where you jog left. Brick Kiln 
continues, then ends to become Jermain at Main 
Street and Mashashimuet Park. Turn left and 
the walk into town—all that, according to Google 
Maps, takes an hour and 15 minutes to get to the 
snoring Redcoats at 2:15 a.m. 

And that’s when the report says they got there. 

Two hours later, just before dawn, the patriots 
would be escorting their 99 prisoners on the 


walk back to Mill Creek and their whaleboats, 
then back the way they came, probably 
supervising the prisoners who now were required 
to carry the whaleboats across the portage at 
Hashamomuck Creek. 

I think a proper re-enactment should begin 
with the portage from Southold Town Beach 
to Hashamomuck Creek, then resume again at 
Mill Creek, where there would be 13 invisible 
whaleboats anchored, then the walk to Long 
Wharf and the firing of their muskets at 2 a.m. 

A few odds and ends. 

When the 234 patriots got to Jermain and 
Main Street at 2 a.m., they split up. One group 
continued on to Long Wharf while the other 
scampered up High Street to overwhelm the 
Redcoats manning a small fort with cannons 
overlooking and protecting the activities on the 
wharf down below. That hill was at Meeting 
House Hill then, Fort Hill today. All was done 
with courage and bravery. 

When the report reached General Washington 
in New Jersey, where he was now conducting 
hit-and-run operations of his own, he wrote back 
asking how he could meet up with the brave 
Return Meigs to give him a special engraved 
sword on behalf of his men, but that had to wait 
until after the war. 

The British, finding out about the raid, were 
shocked. In response, they arranged a new raid on 
patriot storage facilities in Connecticut, after which 
patriots kidnapped a Tory judge on the East End 
and hustled him off to Connecticut. In the end, a 
prisoner exchange took place and the stalemate 
continued. But in the very end, we won. f@. 
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Wait till you heer this Crazzzy 
story. It’s been HOT here ...really 
hot.. jungle hot...

This Invasive Fish Has Now Been Found in Mill Pond in Water Mill

don’t know if you’re aware of this, but work 

on a huge fish barrier costing $778 million 
will begin shortly on the Des Plaines River near 
the town of Joliet, Illinois. It’s hoped that this 
barrier can prevent a particular large and vicious 
fish that eats everything from swimming further 
downstream into Lake Michigan. 

The fish are Asian carp. They can grow to be 
four feet long and weigh 100 pounds, and they 
can use their very sharp teeth—not in their 
jaws but in their throats (yes in their throats), 
swimming along and snarling as they suck in and 
chew plankton, small fish and other things to up 
to 40% of their body weight every day. They’ve 
entered the country from the Gulf of Mexico into 
New Orleans and have made their way up the 
Mississippi River almost to Chicago. Wherever 
they go, they drive off, starve out or eat up other 
species of fish, and with the females laying more 
than 1,000 eggs.a year, the carp become the only 
game in town. 

The prize awaiting them in Lake Michigan 
is the billions of fish worth $7 billion a year to 
the state’s fishing industry. The barriers on the 
Des Plaines are expected to be completed in 
2027. A barrier that gives carp electric shocks 
in the Chicago Sanitary and Ship Canal has 
had problems. A barrier on the Illinois River at 
Havana, Illinois, is already working. But still, a 
few carp are getting through. 

I mention all of this because alarmingly, last 
week, carp are reported to have arrived into the 
Lower Mill Pond, Water Mill. The carp seem

to have gotten in by swimming in from the 
ocean and up Mecox Bay, to then pass under 
the Montauk Highway bridge just to the west of 
town. This is the first carp invasion that I know 
of here in the Hamptons. Fishermen with rod 
and reel and boaters with nets are being urged to 
capture the carp and kill them. It is hoped they 
can be stopped here in the lower pond before 
they get to the larger upper pond further inland, 
and from there to elsewhere—into your home’s 
outfall pipes, for example. 

The carp, an invasive species, were years ago 
imported to America from China to control 
parasite hosts eating snails inside aquaculture 
facilities. Asian carp were also brought in to eat 
ravenously through nuisance algae blooms and 
aquatic vegetation in fish aquaculture facilities, 
sewage lagoons and farm ponds. But rainstorm 
floods enabled the carp to struggle out of these 
enclosed environments, so here we are. 

You may also have read that there has been 
an increase in shark attacks along the Atlantic 
shoreline. It is still true that suffering a shark 


attack is about as likely as being struck by . 


lightning, but human intervention has caused 
this new problem. The number of sharks in the 
ocean had been seen to be declining. The sharks 
might go extinct if nothing was done. So laws 
were passed making it a crime to kill certain 
sharks. Now the shark population is on the 
upswing. More sharks mean more bites. 

It occurs to me that luring big sharks into 
Illinois or Water Mill could result in a huge battle 
with the carp, leading to the decline in reepaianen 
of both these critters. 


We could also lure in our mute swans. Two 
years ago, the State.of New York considered 
passing a law to have all the mute swans in 
the State killed. Mute Swans, like the carp, 
are also an invasive species. Around 1900, rich 
Americans captured thesé swans in Belgium and 
took them across the Atlantic to grace the ponds 
in small towns in America. Paddling about, they 
would become a peaceful and glorious addition 
to any community. The proposed law to have 
them killed came about because these swans are 
also vicious and nasty to local ducks and geese 
in the ponds, driving them off unmercifully. The 
opposition to this proposed law made such an 
uproar that the program did not pass, though it 
could be brought up in some future years. 

Surely, in the battle between the sharks and 
the carp, the mute swans might be trained to 
ally themselves with the carp because the carp 
themselves will not triumph over the sharks 
without help. 

Help might also come from the piping plover 
birds. The piping plovers had also gotten onto 
the endangered species list, but things are now 
improving because of new laws that make it a 
crime to disturb their nests or injure or shoot 
them. The plovers are now off the endangered 
species list and today are in such numbers that 
they could easily volunteer to become scouts or 
lookouts for the carp/swan armies. 

And then last week, environmentalists 
announced that they think more than a million 
species on the planet will go extinct in the next 
20 years if nothing is done about global warming.

elebrity host of last year’s 

Dan’s Taste of Two Forks, East 
Hamptonite David Burtka returns 
to Fairview Farm at Mecox to host 
Dan’s GrillHampton 2019 presented 
‘by New York Prime Beef. Long 
before the acclaimed chef, caterer, 
cookbook author and award-winning 
actor found solace in the Hamptons’ 
bountiful farms and seas, he was a 
fish out of water. 

Growing up in_ sports-centric 
Michigan, Burtka felt like an 
“oddball kid” for not following the 
extracurricular path of most of 
his classmates, opting instead for 
children’s theater—a decision that 


just loving getting into theater,” he 
says. “I was in chorus as a kid, and 
I was different, and I was a weirdo.” 

Burtka went on to study musical 
theater at the University of Michigan, 
a college that boasts many Broadway 
alumni, and sure enough, he moved 
to New York and booked his debut 
show within three months after 
graduation. “That was the road to 
acting for me,” he says. “It was a 
passion, and I pursued it, and it 
came right out of the gate, which was 
very lucky.” 

Quickly transitioning from 
Broadway dancer to serious actor, 
Burtka believes his big break came 
with the Off-Broadway premiere of 
Edward Albee’s The Play About the 
Baby, for which he earned the Actor’s 
Equity Association’s 2001 Clarence ne 
Award for Most Promising Male Performer. 

From there, Burtka performed another Albee 
hit, The Goat, or Who Is Sylvia? in 2003. “I 
think the Albee plays that I did really affected 


_ people in an emotional way,” he proposes. “I got 


to ride a journey every single night and really tell 
a story that was heartbreaking and made people 
think about loss, love, how we hurt and how pain 


affects us. That was a really big turning point for 


me in my career.” 


Burtka remembers the exact moment when ie ; 


had the epiphany that he had made it as an actor. 
It came during a tech rehearsal for Gypsy, in 
which he played the lead actor, as he was dancing 
across the stage toward his co-stars. “I remember 
thinking to myself, ‘Wow! I am playing one of the 
most important musical theater parts in history 
on the Shubert [Theatre] stage, which has so 
much history,” he recalls. “It was sort of a pinch 
me moment.” 

When now-husband Neil Patrick Harris, who 
Burtka met through a Gypsy co-star, landed the 
plum role of Barney Stinson on How I Met Your 
Mother, the couple relocated to Los Angeles, 
though Burtka quickly found himself yearning 
to return to the more consequential acting roles 
found in New York. “I ended up working few and 
far between for the 10 years that I lived [in LA],” 
he admits. “I was auditioning for stuff that I 
didn’t even want...TV shows with terrible writing. 
I just couldn’t get through it!” 

In 2008, Burtka received a phone call from 


his father that no son ever wants to receive— 
his mother had been admitted to the hospital 
and was receiving chemotherapy for her newly 
discovered leukemia. He flew home to Michigan 
to be by her side for the few short weeks she had 
left. When it was finally time to return to LA, 
he realized he didn’t want to go back to the way 


_ things were. 


glt’s a joy to be in the 


Hamptons, because 
everything is so fresh. 
That’s why we chose living 

out there.” 


“It was a major turning point in my life. I 
just thought, ‘What am I doing with my life? I 
can’t keep acting and getting rejected and being 
depressed, and also mourn the death of my 
mother,’ Burtka recalls. So I thought, ‘What else 
makes me happy?’ I did some soul searching, and 
whenever I get sad or depressed, I end up trying a 
new recipe.” He resolved to go to culinary school 
in California to bide his time until How I Met 
Your Mother ended, then he and Harris could 
move back to New York, and he could return 
to Broadway. 

He graduated with honors from Le Cordon 
Bleu College of Culinary Arts in Pasadena and 


paid for it using a sum of money his 
mother left him that miraculously 
matched tuition costs to the 
dollar. With his newfound culinary 
expertise, he got a job at the famous 
Babbo Ristorante e Enoteca, acted 
as sous chef for Cat Cora, worked 
with Chef Thomas Keller on a 
TV mini-series and began acting 
as a caterer to _ the _ stars, 
beginning with a luxurious party 
thrown by Mad Men actress 
Christina Hendricks. 

During this time, Burtka learned 
that cheffing and acting are actually 
quite similar—both involving reading 
a script and performing for a crowd— 
but one key difference is that cooking 
can always be salvaged. “As an actor, 
you put yourself on the line—all you 
have and all the work that you’ve 
done—but sometimes you're just not 
right for the role,” he notes. “Whereas 
with cooking, all the proof is on the 
plate. You can pick it apart and say 
it has too much salt or not enough 
cumin or whatever it is. You can 
analyze it that way, but acting is such 
a human ego-driven career.” 

In April 2019, Burtka released 
his first cookbook, Life Is a Party, 
named after the Food Network 
special Life’s a Party with David 
Burtka, and it was far from an easy 
feat. “It was insane! I never imagined 
how much work it was,” he exclaims. 
“T have 103 recipes [in the book], 
but I came up with probably 150 
and narrowed it down from there. 
You're tweaking and testing four to 
seven times to make sure that [each one is] 
okay...You want these to be foolproof recipes.” 
Hid personal go-to is the Rib-Eye Steak with 
Porcini Rub. 

The cookbook contains much more than 
just recipes, however; it details proper attire, 
festive decorations, music selections and more. 
Burtka went so far above and beyond for this 
book, that he assembled 17 Spotify playlists with 
music for a wide range of celebrations, including 
Sunday Funday, Game Night, Dig In Brunch and 
Mexican Fiesta. Instructional videos for making 
the crafts described in the book can be found on 
davidburtka.com. 

Burtka is looking forward to Dan’s 
GrillHampton, because it means he and the 
family, Neil and their twins Harper and Gideon, 
will be spending the weekend in the Hamptons, 
a place he’s fallen hard for. “I love being out 
there, because there are so many amazing 
farmers markets, and what you can find in 
season is incredible,” he says. “And you can go 
to Montauk and fish your own fish out of the 
ocean! It’s incredible! I love that...It’s a joy to be 
in the Hamptons, because everything is so fresh. 
That’s why we chose living out there instead of 
Connecticut or the Berkshires or something like 
that, because you get the sea and the farm.” ga

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Remembering the Moon Landing 50 Years Later

E veryone knows at least a little something 
about the first Moon landing—when 
American astronauts Neil Armstrong and Edwin 
“Buzz” Aldrin made that small step for man and 
giant leap for mankind on July 20, 1969—but few 
know of Long Island’s vital role in this significant 
historic event. On Saturday, July 20 at 1 p.m., 
exactly five decades after NASA made their 
landmark achievement, Montauk Observatory is 
hosting a 50th anniversary celebration of Apollo 
11 at Stony Brook Southampton’s Avram Theater 
(239 Montauk Highway), including a special 
panel featuring former Grumman employees who 
helped build the Lunar Excursion Module (LEM) 
right here on Long Island and get it safely to the 
Moon’s surface. 

Along with the Grumman _ roundtable 
discussion, this five-hour event will feature expert 
talks and a screening of Todd Miller’s vaunted 
documentary film Apollo 11, including never- 
before-seen footage and audio recordings from 
NASA’s breakthrough mission with Armstrong, 
Aldrin and Michael Collins making the journey 
that captured the imaginations of people around 
the world and, for many, inspired a lifelong love 
of astronomy and space exploration. 

“I just remember watching the footage,” 
Montauk Observatory Executive Director Donna 
McCormick says, recalling her experience 
watching the Moon landing at around age 14. 
“Everybody was so pumped up about what was 


happening, and so was I,” she adds, pointing out 
that she hasn’t stopped looking to the stars since. 


“I’ve always been the kind of person who believes 
anything is possible.” 

Another program regular, retired physics 
teacher and NASA Solar System Ambassador 
Paul Stengel was 26 years old at the time. “It was 
a little bit surreal,” Stengel says, remembering 
sitting in his family’s living room, watching the 
event on a black and white TV with his parents. 
“This sentence was flashing on the bottom of the 
screen: “Live from the Moon.” 

NASA was only created in 1958, 11 years before 
Apollo 11’s mission, and President John F. 
Kennedy had just announced America’s goal to 
walk on the Moon in May of 1961, Stengel points 
out, adding, “The paint wasn’t even dry on the 
[NASA] logo.” And now it was happening. “This 
was the greatest technological achievement of the 
20" century,” he says. 

Montauk Observatory President Terry 
Bienstock, who was 15 in July of ’69, also clearly 
recalls that momentous day. “It was a miracle. 
There are a few events in your life where you 
remember where you were when it happened,” 
Bienstock says. “I remember sitting in my den 
with my family and watching it, and being 
extraordinarily moved,” he adds, noting that he 
loved science fiction and monster movies as a 
kid growing up in the 1950s and ’60s. “It was a 
fantasy. I get emotional about it now.” 

Later in life, when he was a senior executive for 
Comcast, Bienstock had the pleasure of meeting 
Armstrong in Los Angeles. “He was just the 
nicest, most unassuming CONTINUED ON PAGE 52

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gentleman,” Bienstock says, explaining how 
learning his hero was just like anybody else, in 
many ways, inspired him even more. “It just 
showed what ordinary people can do...sometimes 
by talent, sometimes by fortune.” 

Bienstock also points out that the Moon landing 
succeeded in a time when technology was so far 
removed from what NASA has today. “Think of 
doing all this with no computers—it’s staggering,” 
he says. “It’s amazing what they were able to 
accomplish...a cellphone has more computing 
power than the whole mission combined.” 

Among the former Grumman employees 
offering a behind-the-scenes view of what 
went on while building the Lunar Module at 
the company’s Bethpage location, roundtable 
moderator Raymond LeCann processed critical 
data during testing and construction of the LEM 
to ensure it was flightworthy. “It was a wonderful 
experience for all of us,” he says, proudly looking 
back at those difficult years of long hours and time 
away from family. “The Grumman team really 
worked very hard on this program,” LeCann, who 
was 35 in 1969, recalls, noting that his team was 
nervous at times, but “always self-assured we 
were going to be successful.” 

And, as a result, he says they did something 
important for the world. “I hope that we learned 
that our planet is vulnerable,” LeCann adds, 
referring to the famous “blue marble” image 
which showed Earth from a new perspective. 
Unfortunately, he says, Grumman paid a price 
for the project—especially as government interest 
and funding for space exploration waned in the 
years following their great accomplishment. 

NY State Assemblyman Fred Thiele will 
introduce the Grumman roundtable panelists 
on Saturday and present each with a NY State 
citation acknowledging their contributions to the 
Apollo 11 mission. Thiele was almost 16 years old 
when he watched the Moon landing. “It’s one 
of those dates that you remember everything 
about,” he says. “We watched every launch of 
Mercury and every launch of Gemini right in 
the classroom—it was a big deal,” Thiele adds, 
recalling the Space Race era. “It was such a 
monumental achievement.” 

Other events at Saturday’s celebration include 
a “50 Years of Lunar Science” lecture by Stony 
Brook professor Timothy Glotch; a Q&A with film 
production team manager and NASA Spaceflight 
Data Manager & Researcher Ben Feist; and more. gp

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PALIN COMING: EX-GGOVERNOR SARAH PALIN 
IS MOVING TO HAMPTON BAYS 


arah Palin is moving to Hampton Bays on 

August I. That is the talk of the Hampton 
Bays Diner on Ponquogue Avenue in that town, 
where residents gather before work every 
morning to discuss the latest news. 

It’s been hard not to notice the dozens of 
secret service men, clearly from Palin’s office, 
who have also been assembling there for coffee 
and bagels at 6 a.m. every morning for the last 
week. They keep to themselves at the back 
booth, but at the cash register, Doris says that 
they pay with credit cards with pictures of dog 
sleds on them and they have tiny Alaskan flags 
for tie clips, American flags in their lapels and 
bits of beaver fur on their black hats. 

“They are Alaskan, no doubt about it,” Doris 
says. “| asked them once. They said they are 
Canadian. It’s a giveaway, that’s lie.” 

“There is plenty of other evidence that Palin 
is moving to Hampton Bays. Local realtors have 
been talking excitedly about an offer made for 
three tiny-houses on adjacent quarter-acre lots 
on Bay Lane. They offer has come from a man 


named Francis Iditarod, a real estate agent 
from “up north” who wants to be sure that all 
three homes, which are all owned separately by 
different people, can be purchased at the same 
time. 

“We've said it can be arranged if the money 
is right,” local agent Ben Holiday said. “He’s 
also asking if there are any laws that would 
prevent the fences between those houses from 
being taken down. And he wants to know about 
the available high voltage power lines and how 
near to these properties they are. He’s also 
asked about our leash laws.” 

Holiday showed this reporter the man’s 
business card. The address is 42 Main Street 
in Emerilla, Alaska. This would be less than a 
few minutes trudge through the snow from the 
Palin residence. Virtual confirmation of this 
move came in two news stories that are just 
breaking over the national wires. Palin read her 
resignation speech from a stack of index cards 
on the table by the microphone in front of her. 
Reporters in Alaska retrieved these index cards 


from the waste-basket where Palin dropped 
the, as she walked out of the auditorium. 
Nearby guards seized these papers, but after a 
court hearing involving First Amendment rights 
and what is known as the Sunshine Law, the 
index cards were returned to the reporters this 
morning. 

In the cards are several sentences about the 
Hamptons. Palin notes them, says she intends 
to go there for a “visit, and maybe even move 
there.” But the sentences are crossed out, 
something reporters say that saw her doing 
just before the cameras turned on her. The 
other item in the news this morning is the 
sensational revelation about Palin’s private 
e-mail. It’s been cracked. 

“So, it’s the Hamptons,” governorbeaverl 
writes. “I’m sure Todd will love it. There’s 
clamming and fishing and places to motorbike 
and everything, though it’s not Alaska of 
course.”

Pulling Back the Veil on Desire at Guild Hall 


Everybody wants what they can’t have. That sense of 
longing is endlessly inspiring for artists, and music can 
communicate where words constrain the emotions. 

On Friday, July 26, Guild Hall hosts the American 
Modern Opera Company (AMOC) for a one-night re- 
cital called Veils for Desire. The program combines 
world-famous opera voices and music with poetry. 

Veils for Desire features works from Benjamin Brit- 
ten, Claudio Monteverdi, Johann Sebastian Bach and 
Matthew Aucoin. Countertenor Anthony Roth Costan- 
zo will sing with tenor Paul Appleby. Aucoin will ac- 
company on the piano and poet and scholar Wayne 
Koestenbaum will narrate the recital. 

Founder of the newly formed AMOC and composer 


Aucoin says the program took 18 months to curate. Au- 
coin and his collaborators tried to find pieces where the 
language of the lyrics is “socially permissible” but the 
music conjures contrasting motives. 

“We found a lot of vocal music where the music and 
the text are mysteriously at odds, or where the music 
seems to be expressing something darker or wilder 
than the text would seem to mean on its own,” Aucoin 
says. “I hope the audience is moved by the amazing sen- 
sual and spiritual power of this music. I also hope they 
come away with a renewed sense of music’s mystery.” 

Aucoin notes the first piece that came to anchor the 
show was Britten’s canticle Abraham and Isaac, based 
on the Biblical story of Abraham who was commanded

wo wayward Boston men driving across 
Long Island to catch the ferry back to New London 
take a wrong turn. They wind up on a ferry, sure, 
but the ride ends on Shelter Island. They motor 
around the tiny country roads, searching in vain for 
Interstate 95. “Being smart-ass guys from Boston,” 
Matty Boudreau recalls with a laugh, “we were 
convinced we could find it.” 
Instead, Boudreau found a job offer, which became 
a career and a life here on the East End. Now the 
’ Executive Chef at The Preston House & Hotel, he has 
lived on Long Island longer than he did in Boston, 
and although his roots are revealed when he refers to 
Bridgehampton as “Yastrzemski Country’—as it was 
home to Red Sox legend Carl Yastrzemski—his heart 
is squarely in the local culinary scene as a member 
of Team Hamptons at the cooking competition and 
tasting event that is Dan’s GrillHampton 2019. 
_ A two-time winner at the event—taking home the 


Judges Choice in 2017 and the People’s Choice in- 


2018, and now looking for a three-peat—Boudreau 
cannot hold back the glint in his eye as he talks about 
his trophies, a flicker that grows into a grin, becomes 
a laugh and finishes as full-on giddy “come and get it.” 
That’s for the other 15 chefs—seven more from the East 
End, eight from New York City—looking to take home a 
title at the seventh annual fiery foodie fest. 

The Preston House & Hotel has garnered rave 
reviews and rankings on “Best Of...” lists over the past 
year and half as Boudreau’s menu showcases a flair 
and finesse not only with seafood—the Clams Casino 
and tuna tartare and lobster roll and scallops and fresh 
catch that makes its way onto the menu as, simply, 
“A Nice Piece of Fish’—but with his Today’s Braise 
creations and the house-smoked Pit Masters Bacon. 
Yes, that term “master” applies to the man pointing 
at the smoker nestled just off the Preston House 
porch, his enthusiasm barely containable as the talk 
turns smoky. 

“Cooking is technique and passion in what you're 
doing,” says Boudreau. “Even opening up oysters, 
there’s a technique involved. I like that. When I looked 
into smoking and barbecuing, it was controlling that 
whole element of fire, and having that ability to know 
there was something bigger than myself, that was 
driving me to figure out how I could manipulate it so I 
could make it enjoyable.” : 

Those back-to-back GrillHampton awards attest to 
his having figured out the secret he was searching for. 
Or at least a few of them... 

“This is giving away some tricks of the trade, 
but I am more than happy to share,” he says. “You 
can’t overcomplicate it. Guests are going to have a 
drink in one hand, so they only have one to eat with. 
Year one, we did a rib-wich—took out the bone of 
the rib, cut it to the size of a small little potato bun. 
Last year we did a little skewer of brisket. And the 
guest is going to be eating a lot of things. You have to 
have something that’s flavorful in a small amount of 
bites, something that’s going to be attractive so people 
are coming around and having another one, and 
another one.” 

Boudreau is happy to enlighten his fellow 
competitors, because he knows a rising tide lifts all 
grills. As a member of the Salty Rinse BBQ team, the 
chef leaves his East End kitchen and competes each year 
in the famous Memphis in May World Championship 
Barbecue Cooking Contest alongside barbecue 
luminaries Rob Shawger and Matt Abdoo of Pig 
Beach fame (yes, theyll be at GrillHampton, too), 
in a showdown where technique and teamwork are 
applied in equal measure. Trying to describe Memphis 
in May, Boudreau is a-mix of respectful awe and 
kid-like thrill, conjuring images of not only creating 
incredible food for the judges but of transforming 
smoky, sandy, sometimes muddy cooking areas to 


look like destination dining spots on the Mississippi. 
He almost jumps when mentioning characters like 
the Barbecue Ninja, and a warmth emanates when he 
speaks of forging “lifelong friendships in 72 hours. It’s 
a brotherhood. It’s really a family.” 

Last year, this family lost a member when Jeff 
Michner, who had been on Boudreau’s winning 2017 
GrillHampton team, passed away. Boudreau dedicated 
the 2018 event to his friend, put on an incredible 
show, and didn’t even try to fight back the tears when 
he was awarded the People’s Choice trophy at the end 
of the night. Michner ’s spirit will once again be with 
Boudreau this time around, just as it was this past 
spring when the Salty Rinse team and fellow chefs held 
a barbecue-fueled fundraiser for Michner’s family in 
Brooklyn. “People came from all around the country 
to cook, to volunteer their time to raise money for his 
widow and little daughter, and they would do it for the 
next 20 years. That’s just the kind of people they are.” 

Passion. Dedication to craft and community and a 
culinary vision. Being drawn to it or reflecting it are 
really the same thing. It goes back to an eight-year- 
old kid going to work at his dad’s sausage cart outside 
Fenway Park. “It was my first job, and I could barely 
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see over the flat top, so I was the barker,” Boudreau 
recalls. “And I collected the money. If somebody 
wearing a Yankees hat came up and asked how much, 
I'd say $10. If you take the hat off, it’s $5. If you give 
me the hat, it’s free.” 

“People counted on us being there. And it was 
delicious. It was a pork sausage that you would cook 
on the flat top and really get a sear on the outside, 
and on the bun you'd get roasted red peppers and 
fresh onions on the bottom. And the buns were so 
soft....” He drifts back to Beantown circa 1986 for a 
moment. “I’ve never had better sausage than outside 
Fenway Park.” 

Striving for the best, knowing it takes time and 
trial and error, continue to fuel Boudreau’s pursuits, 
personally and _ professionally. “Barbecue is a 
testament to patience, and I have not always been a 
patient person,” he says. “But that was the attraction. 
Preparing for the GrillHampton competition, that’s 
going to be two days of my life to produce what I want 
and hopefully be enough to win. It’s a testament to 
patience and time and hope.” ft.

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Craigs Creamer Creates Cooperative Cheese 


ou may not yet be familiar Craigs Creamery, 

but you will certainly be a fan after trying their 
cheddars at Dan’s GrillHampton and Taste of Two 
Forks this weekend, July 19 and 20, at Fairview Farm 
at Mecox. Craigs Creamery is the brainchild of eight 
farms in western New York: Noblehurst, Baker Brook 
' Dairy, Lawnel, Southview, Coyne, Synergy, Mulligan 
and McCormick. Chris Noble, one of the founders 
of this promising new company, explains Craigs 
. Creamery’s approach to sustainability and more. 


HOW DID THE EIGHT FARMS COME TOGETHER 
TO FORM CRAIGS CREAMERY? 

So a lot of these farms have been milking cows 
and farming the acres in western New York here for 
generations. And we're all fairly close together in 
proximity, so we've known each other either through

school or through neighborhood events or baseball 
league. And so we kind of got this group together. The 
eight of us decided we wanted to do a little bit more 
than just produce milk on the farm. We wanted to find 
what was coming off the farm in terms of a consumer 
product. That evolution probably started back in 2012, 
2013. As we started to get going, eventually going into 
cheese production, we developed this brand. 


AREN'T OTHER FARMS YOUR COMPETITORS?. 

All of us are members of a cooperative. Milk goes 
off the farm every day. We share some resources back 
and forth, share equipment. So we all knew each other 
and a couple of the families are related going back 
generations. We don’t view our competitors as being 
our next door neighbors; we view our competitors 
globally as the New Zealanders or the Europeans, not 
the guy down the road. 


TALK ABOUT YOUR BIODIGESTER. 

What the biodigester does is recycle all the high- 
strength wastewater from the plants and all the manure 
from the cows on the farm and creates biogas. Then we 
add food scraps that are collected from supermarkets 
and restaurants, and add that to the process. The bio- 
gas can be used to create electricity, so what we're 
doing is creating enough electricity to power the entire 
campus with wastewater and the material that we're 
bringing in from outside the farm. It’s really in line 
with some legislation that was recently passed by 
New York state that’s trying to encourage food waste 
to be diverted away from landfills and be used either 
as energy or nutrients for the farmers. That’s going

have a big implication on Long Island, too, so we're 
actually rolling out a little bit of this story to 
help share the message that this is the future of 
not only dairy farming in New York State, but 
also where New York State is going from a 
sustainability perspective. 


TELL US ABOUT THE CHEESE. 

We partnered with Cornell University to develop 
some really neat recipes that take the flavors of the 
milk that is produced in our area and combine them 
with what consumers are looking for in terms of flavor 
profile. The secret sauce is having milk from these 
eight farms and we kind of cater the milk specifically 
to the flavor profile of the cheese. It'll be unique to 
the dairy industry, especially in the US, where you 
have specific farms that are feeding these cheese 
profiles. That’s being done in Europe, but I think it’s 
just starting to come to the States. So the cheese itself 
is primarily cheddar. We have a mild, medium and 
sharp cheddar which is aged six months or more. And 
then we're rolling out an extra sharp cheddar here in 
the back half of the year. It’s not a tangy sharp flavor 
that you might find in the grocery store, but a mild, 
creamy, aged flavor profile, which I think is really neat 
to be able to-incorporate into your daily usage. We're 
actually aging the cheese out in large blocks that chefs 
can use, as well. @@.

Bleu-trained chef and entertainer extraordinaire David Burtka does not stop at 
recipes. The author provides a start to finish guide to throwing a prefect party, 
that the host can actually enjoy.

A Makeover Dane Well at the Eddie Plishti Salon 


t has been two weeks since I walked into Ed- 

die Plishti’s new salon in Water Mill. The 
master stylist didn’t just give me a new look to 
frame my face—the makeover I had put me in 
a new frame of mind. 

This is the second summer Plishti has been 
in his bright, airy space in the shopping village 
in Water Mill. He brings with him his staff of 
professional stylists from his Manhattan salon 
on 73rd and Madison. The salon in Water Mill 
offers cuts, color, extensions, lashes, mani- 
cures, pedicures and makeup services. 

My hair is a lengthy, wavy chestnut swath 
with a blunt cut at the bottom. No layers. No 
fringe. The texture is fine. I’ve maintained 
this look since I’ve walked upright, and avoid 
trims. I am not handy at styling my own hair. 
The last time I wrapped my hair in rollers with- 
out supervision, the unrolling proved painful 
and destructive. 

I asked Plishti what he would do to give me 
the most dramatic transformation. He quickly ruled 
out going blonde, anything with beachy waves, and I 
refused a trendy Kardashian “lob.” 

“When I consult with a client for the first time, I look 
at the shape of the face, neck, her clothes and jewelry,” 
Plishti said. “The most transforming thing I do—more 
than going blonde—is to add extensions. It’s life chang- 
ing. It will put the spark in your marriage.” 

I had heard nightmares about extensions—injuries 
from hot glue guns and cutting out hair. to remove 
them, but Plishti explained the technology has evolved. 
His soft-spoken expertise convinced me to try them. 
As most women can attest, having children shrinks the

circumference of your ponytail. Plishti assured me the 
process would be painless and reversible. 

Plishti’s plan began with a calming head massage, 
thorough wash and a voluminous blowout. He spritzed 
some volumizing spray and revealed some bow dry 
tips that will help your hair survive: the Hamptons 
summer humidity. 

Plishti said, “You have to have the right brushes. 
Metal brushes heat up too much and break the hair.” 
Take note ladies: Use wooden brushes for a blow- 
out. Bring your own brushes (BYOB) to the salon if 
necessary. 

Working in small, 1-2-inch sections, Plishti wrapped 
my hair around the brush with some tension. He first 


blasted the heat from below to add volume and 
lift to the roots. Then angled the heat from 
above to smooth away frizz. 

This method offers the best protection 
against beach elements, but no guarantees 
if you’re taking a spin down the highway 
in a convertible. 

After drying the sections, Plishti wrapped 
them with half a dozen Velcro rollers and 
let the hair cool for a few minutes to set the 
curl. Meanwhile, he treated me to a luxurious 
manicure. 

In minutes, Plishti added four sections of 
extensions and matched my color and length 
perfectly. No further modifications were nec- 
essary. The extensions are reusable and held 
in place with an adhesive strip and blended in 
with my blowout. They have to be adjusted ev- 
ery six to eight weeks depending on how quick- 
ly your hair grows out. They can be removed 

with an alcohol-based solution and reapplied 
with fresh glue strips. Plishti explained that you wash 
and brush your hair normally between salon visits. My 
hair is now fuller and thicker from root to tip, and if 
I weren’t writing all about it in Dan’s Papers, nobody 
would ever know the difference. 

Though I didn’t stray from my roots, my swishy, 
swingy new mane has given me a boost of ener- 
gy. Hair possesses a unique magic. Eddie Plishti 
knew I needed this subtle change to achieve 
dramatic results. gi

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Banking, Coxd Blood Can Save Lives 


but you’d be forgiven for not 

owing quite what that means. This 
useful- resource is under-utilized but 
extremely valuable. 

Cord blood is, simply put, blood that 
comes from a newborn’s umbilical cord. 
What makes it special is that it contains 
stem cells — cells that have the potential 
to become other cells. Those stem cells 
may have life-saving potential for a 
variety of people and illnesses (such 
as leukemia), if they are collected and 
stored properly at the time of birth. 

One of the most important uses 
of cord blood is for the treatment of 
some leukemias. Some patients with 
leukemia require stem cell transplants 
(often called bone marrow transplants). 
These patients receive very high doses 
of chemotherapy and radiation, enough 
to kill their own bone marrow and 
immune system. Stem cells that have 
the potential to grow new blood and 
immune cells are given to them to help 
them heal. In general, these cells come 
from bone marrow or blood from healthy 
donors. However, because you are more 
likely to find a “match” among someone of your same 
ethnicity and the donor registry is disproportionately 
made up of people of Caucasian and western European 
ancestry, using cord blood stored in public banks 
increases the diversity of the donor pool—and the 
chance for patients to find their perfect match.

Expectant parents often wonder if they should bank 
their newborn’s cord blood for the future. In this case, 
a technician removes blood from the umbilical cord 
and placenta after birth and sends the blood to a lab 
where it is processed and specially frozen. Once frozen, 
it is stable for years and can be used later. However, 


in some cases, the expense of privately 
banking cord blood may not be worth the 
benefit. Most cord blood cells cannot help 
the person they come from, but there is a 
25% chance that banked cord blood will 
be a perfect match to a sibling. So, if a 
family already has a child with leukemia, 
it is worth banking cord blood for the 
future. In fact, most cord blood banking 
companies will often provide discounts 
or free banking for this reason. 

What is always worth it, however, is 
banking your child’s cord blood ina public 
bank. This generous move increases 
the diversity of available donors for 
people with leukemia, lymphoma, and 
genetic disorders. Just as importantly, 
it gives scientists access to stem cells 
which are critical for research in many 
areas, including cancer research. In 
fact, stem cells may ultimately provide 
treatment for diseases such as diabetes 
and cerebral palsy.

Einstein on the Beach (Southold, That Is) 


he new Einstein Square in Southold is going 

to be unveiled shortly, as the former Rothman’s 
Department Store building at 54180 Main Road has 
been completely overhauled, and it and the neighboring 
building will be renamed at a ceremony on August 2 at 
3 p.m. The owners of the building have redone the 
street-level storefront, as well as the residential space 
upstairs, and the surrounding greenspace. Douglas 
Elliman agents Susan Romano and Scott Bennett are 
representing the commercial and _ residential 
space rental. 

Wait—why Einstein? 2019 is the - 
100 year anniversary of Rothman’s 
Department Store (which has moved 
next door) as well as the 8oth year 
since Albert Einstein spent the summer 
in Southold. The famed physicist 
and Rothman became good friends, 
and Einstein would later refer to this 
time as his “happiest summer ever.” 

The executive director of the Southold 
Historical Society, Deanna Witte- 
Walker, says, “Southold Historical 
Society is thrilled to see the historic 
site being preserved. We have been 
watching the progress with great 
satisfaction, knowing both this building and _ this 
special relationship between Albert Einstein and David 
Rothman will be celebrated for years to come.” 

In the summer of 1939, Einstein took his sister 
Maja, his stepdaughter Margot, his son Hans, and his 
secretary Helen Dukas to Southold. Margot, a sculptor, 
went to Rothman’s looking for a chisel sharpener. 
Rothman gave her the sharpener and asked her to 


present his respects to her father. The 
next day, Einstein himself came into 
the store and asked for “sundials.” 
Rothman showed him a sundial, but it turned out what 
Einstein really wanted were sandals. Rothman didn’t 
have men’s sandals, so he sold Einstein a pair of women’s 
shoes in the largest size he had, 11—which Einstein then 
wore all summer. 
Rothman and Einstein struck up a friendship, based 
partially on their mutual love of science and music. 
Einstein even tried to teach Rothman the basics of 


the Ehrenfest paradox, part of the theory of special 
relativity. Rothman said later that even though Einstein 
called the math he used “trivial,” he himself was stumped. 
As Einstein left to go back to Princeton, he told 
Rothman, “You know, this has been one of the most 
beautiful summers of my whole life... 
Salut, sir. May your name live forever. £2.
